Mr. Yosuke Matsuoka, Japanese Foreign 
Minister, made some significant remarks in 
the course of the first interview he has 
nranted foreign newspaper correspondents, 
since his assumption of office. Not the least 
of these was his emphasis on the view that 
there was nothing contained in the tripartite 
pact which obliged Japan immediately to 
declare war upon the United States in the 
event of their participation in the European 
war, ‘This is regarded as the first intimation 
of the flexibility of Japanese commitments 
to the Axis, When Japan joined Germany, 
and Italy in alliance, it was pointed out that 
by doing so she had definitely backed the 
wrong horse. Nothing which has occurred 

ince has served in any way to modify that 
jew. Indeed the failtire of the Germans in 
their fight over Britain, the postponement of 
the much heralded invasion of those islands, 
tnd the successes which Britain and Greece 
have obtained against the Italians on sea 
and land go a Jong way to support it. But 
Mr, Matsuoka now makes it clear that Japan's 
commitment was not so iron-bound as it was 
at first believed, for he clearly reserves to 
‘Japan the right to decide whether American 
intervention in the European strugyle would 
be a easus belli, 

Here is to be found an indication that the 
Japanese government is not prepared to be- 
ome the pliant tool which Hitler would have 
it be. All along it has been plain that he 
has been seeking to make use of Japan for 
his own purposes. Nothing would suit him 
better than that the United States should 
become involved in war for that would mean 
the reduction of the assistance which is being 
vendered Great Britain. Mr, Matsuoka makes 
it clear that. there is no liability placed upon 
Japan to enter the struggle should Germany 
war on the United States, and if the Tatter 
went to war with Germany Japan still re 
serves the right to make her own decisions. 
‘That in itself amounts to a rebuit to the 
German dictator, for Tokyo has very shrewdly 
recounized the yame he is playing, and has 
made it clecr that it docs not intend to be 
led by the nose, ax Hitler has been leading, 
Mussolini. 


AVhat Mr. Matsuoka apparently recounizes 
& that no faith whatever can be placed in 
Hitler and his undertakings. ‘That is being 
again made plain by the treacherous game 
he is playing between France and Maly. Th 
order to obtain the adherence of Marshal 
Pélain’s yovernment to his new order, he 
is prepared to throw Ialian claims against 

mec overboard, to betray his partner in 
rime just as callously as he betrayed both 
pan and Italy when he jettisoned the Anti- 
Komintern Pact, and came to an under- 
standing with Russia in Auyust of last year. 
‘As Toni as that pact served his purpose he 
adhered to it. Directly it did not, he aban- 
doned it, and broke his word to those two 
nations who had trusted him. In other words 
he made use of them without the slightest 
consideration of thelr interests. ‘The same 
thing is being witnessed in China. Hitler 
has not, and will not, it is understood, re- 
vognize the Nanking Government, even 
though Japan has done so. He wishes for 
his own purposes o keep in with Chungking 
which he has also badly served. ‘The Tri 
partite Pact only exists when it suits him: 
it is nothing when it docs not. 

It was the greatest of pities when the ex- 
twemists in Japan allowed the German emis~ 
saries to lead them down the garden path in 
the manner they did last Angust. Japan was to 
be merely another tool for the furtherance of 
German policies, obtaining nothing in return 
for the very’ simple reason that Germany has 
nothing to give. If Mr. Matsuoka’s declara- 
tion means that Japan is not prepared auto~ 
matically to assist in pulling German chest 
nuts out of the fire of Hitler's igniting,—and 
that is what his reservation must undoubted- 
ly mean,—it is permissible to infer that the 
Japanese Government now fully realizes the 
kame Hitler is playing, and is not so willing 
10 fill the role allotted to it but a short time 
ago. It may indeed prove fortunate that 
Hitler's schemes have been so completely seen 
through as they now have in Tokyo, for while 
it may not mean that Japan will abandon the 
‘Tripartite Pact, it certainly docs indieate that 
Japan suffers no ilusfons as to what Hitler 
has been up to.

He failed to 
set Graziani in motion against the British 
in Egypt at a time when at any rate on the 
basis of numbers the Ialians had some 
chance of success, He has failed to secure 
naval command of the Mediterranean, and i 
being roundly beaten by the small nation of 
Greece which he confidently expected to re~ 
duce in the course of a few weeks. Indeed 
about the only service he has been able to 
render Hitler is to have been of some nuls- 
ance value to him. There is dissension be- 
tween the Ilalian military and the Fascist 
party and an increasing unpopularity for the 
war amongst the Talian masses, Mussolini 
has been completely unable to give his peo- 
ple the gratification of achieving some not- 
able success and already they are tasting of 
the bitter fruit of defeat. 

‘The reduction of the Italian dictator from 
the role of an equal partner with Hitler to 
that of a rather troublesome  hanger-on 
is just about nearing completion, and 
Hitler himself may well hesitate ‘before 
he sends German forces further afleld to 
bolster up his tottering satellite. A Gor- 
man Balkan adventure with: this in_viow 
does not at the moment soem likely, firstly, 
because of the failure of the Axis diplomatic 
offensive, and, secondly, because of th 
prestige ‘which the Allies are gaining by 
their successes there and in Eyypt.

‘enormous number of variations, all of which 
deserve to be examined insofar’as they apply’

‘This may sem to be very academic stuff, 
and unworthy of serious discussion. That is 
the point of view of the man in the street, 
‘whose preoccupation is the immediate future, 
the winning of the war. But the fact is 
that there are at the moment available 
scores of great men who are eminently suited 
to examine and clarify the academic issues. 
If there had been men similarly employed | 
before the end of the last war, the peace| 
would not have been the failure it turned 
out to be. In addition there are some im= 
mediate advantages to be derived from the’ 
proposal, First and foremost there is the 
advantage of propaganda. ‘The enemy have: 
had paraded before them a vision of them= 
selves as a super-race, overseers of a new 
order in Europe in which other nations con~ 
tribute only to the glory of the conquerors. 
Everything which was formerly believed to 
make the world go round—ineluding love—is, 
fo be changed, subordinated to the primary 
purpose of Germanic glorification. It is a 
pretly picture, What is the alternative being 
offered? Defeat. Humiliation. The mere 
satement that when the Allies have beaten 
the enemy, there will be the time to talk 
about what they are going to do to them. 
Why not prepare something constructive to 
take the place of this “super-race” rubbish?

NOISY SHANGHAL 
Dec. 17. 

Mr. Mare ‘T, Greene's letter, in yesterday's 
issue, on the subject of noise in Shanghai 
iy a’ timely one, and it is hoped that the 
suggestion he has made will be carried into 
effect, Nevertheless, while the solution of 
the problem which he puts forward appears 
easy enough of execution, various difficulties 
present themselves which will have to be 
taken into consideration. Not the least is the 
altitude of the courts when trying cases aris~ 








ing out of accidents. The very first question | 


which every chauffeur has to answer, when 








charged with being involved in an accident 
causing injury or death, is “Did you blow 
your horn before the accident 2” Failure to 





‘answer that in the affirmative means a black 
mark against him. He knows that perfectly 
well, and if he lies about it the danger of 
some independent witness coming forward to 
prove the contrary leads him to what ap- 
pears to him to be the prudent course of 
sounding his horn every time he nears other 
vehicles, or pedestrians. 

Because of this practice it is possible to 
hear a chauffeur sound his horn as many as 
‘twelve times in thirty seconds, especially in 
the central district, ‘Then despite the fact 
that he is approaching a street junction, 
completely controlled by traffic signals many 
a chauffeur sounds a warning which was only 














necessary in the days when there was no] {. 


such system. Yet another class of driver, 
and there are far too many of him, embraces 
the man who seeks to blast his way through 
crowded streets by means of frequently 
sounding his horn. ‘That he is rarely suc~ 
cessful never seems to dawn upon him, and 
yet in such crowded thoroughfares as Sze- 
ehuen, Canton and Foochow Roads chauffeurs 
can be heard at any time endeavouring to 





repeatedly sounding his horn, sometimes: 
keeping it up for what appear to he minu! 
until he is satisfied that his presence has 
been noticed. In this ease the employer is 
Just as guilty as his chauffeur and should if 
possible be brought to account for it. 

‘There is no reason whatever why Shanghai 
should be made to suffer the amount of noise 
from its traffic to which it is at present 
subjected. With the exception of the fear 
of the courts there is no justification for the 
inordinate use of warnings which prevails 
‘at present. Doubtless one of the chief fac- 
tors assisting in bringing about the existing 
state of affairs is the failure to impress upon 
chauffeurs the fact that too much use of the 
horn is a sign of bad rather than good driv- 

for, despite the peculiarities of Shang- 
‘s trafic, there are many good foreign 
drivers who can travel long distances in 
crowded streets without resort to the syren; 
‘One gradual development will in time re- 
duce the need for giving. so many warnings, 
‘and that is the manner in which pedestrians 
cross roads more in conformity with the 
trac signals. ‘That needs to be increasing- 
ly impressed upon them, if necessary by a 
by-law against “Jay-watking.” 

‘To work for the punishment of noisy 
chauffeurs alone, while it has much to com- 
mend itself, is not suMMcient, What is need- 
ed is that 'a campaign of education should 
be embarked upon showing them that the 
making of much noise, far from giving them 
face, deprives them of it. At the same time 
attention needs to be paid to the rickshaw 
puller. His vagaries are apt to give the 
‘most experienced and careful drivers some- 
thing approaching heart failure, and the 
danger of his suddenly swerving into the 
course of an overtaking car is so real that 
the temptation is to warn him that he is 
being overtaken. ‘That, however, is no rea- 
son why cars approaching each’ other from 
‘opposite directions should need to signal the 
fact to cach other. Yet that is constantly 
done. The conclusion to be drawn is a 
simple one. While Mr, Greene's suggestion 
may be productive of good results, it only 
touches upon the fringe of a very serious 
problem, Lasting improvement can only 
‘come from education of the chauffeur, the 
rickshaw puller and the pedestrian, ‘The last 
named is learning.

THE LATEST MURDER 
Dec. 18. 

Shanghai has been profoundly shocked by 
the murder on Monday evening of M. E. 
d'Hooghe, legal adviser to the French Muni- 
cipal Council, which wax committed near 
his home by ‘two Chinese. Not only is the 
community shocked; it is highly indignant 
that such a erime ‘should have been com- 
mitted, and the time has come for a little 

‘upon the subject. It fs believed 
that there is a conneetion between the recent 
transfer of the Second District Court in the 
French Concession to the Nanking régime. 
It is stated that M. d'Hooghe played an im= 
portant part in bringing about that change’ 
by reason of the advice he gave to the French 
authorities, and it is being freely’ stated that 
the French official was killed for motives of 
revenge for the part he played. Up to the 
present no other possible reason for the rime 
hhas been put forward, and it is believed that 
none can be. ‘That being the case it is not! 
difficult to determine who may be respon= 
sible for this dastardly outrage. 

Tt certainly cannot be adherents of the 
Nanking régim® for they have no reason to 
be other than satisfied with the transfer of 
the Court, and it would be the last thing to 
be expected of them that they would adopt 
such a means of demonstrating thelt grati« 
tude.

LONDON CHURCHES BOMBED 
By O. M. Gms 


‘The intensification of our bombing coin 
‘des with Air Marshal Sir Charles Portal 
taking charge. Whether this Is a ease of 
post hhoc or propter hoe: or that we have more 
bombers and the nights are now longer for 
their work, is again a matter of guessing. 
But Sir Charles Portal is very much 2 fight- 
mg man and has a reputation for a certain 
vathlessness in his nature. Whfeh is what 
we want. As Crookbaek Dick » says, 
Stevenson's “Black Arrow." “Hark ye, Sir 
Richard, Y make war with steel javelins, not 
with peacock feathers.” Meanwhile the eon- 
troversy between confining our attacks to 
legitimate targets, or scattering bombs indis- 
eriminately over ‘the German cities, goes on 
animatedly. ‘There is not, however, . the 
‘lightest sign that the RAF, will change 
the tacties it has hitherto pursued with such 
success. To take one example: the gasometer 
‘at Gelsenkirchen, which our men bombed 
recently, is, or ‘was, actually considerably 
yher than the dome of St, Paul's and its 
diameter greater than the cathedral’s nave. 
it was the largest gas-container in the world 
ind the Germans were so proud of it that 
they invited a British engineer to come and 
seo it when it was finished. 






































Among historic buildings in London which 
have suffered recently in the raids is the 
carious old Netherlands church tucked away 
in Austin Friars behind Old Broad Street, It 
was originally founded for French Huguenots 
as well as for Protestants though little of the 
original church remains. It did, however, 
escape the Great Fire. Ils archives some 
which are very valuable, were in a strong 
room and were not injured by the bombs, but 
much beautiful furniture and the portraits 
of the pastors sinee the founding of the 
chureh were destroyed. 
If one could credit the Huns with aiming 
anything in particular one might trace a. 
connection between their hostility to 
Christianity and the Jarge number of reli- 
lous buildings in London on which their 
bombs have fallen, ‘These include 32 build- 
ings belonging to the Church of England 
destroyed and 47 badly damaged; 50) 
Methodist churehes and halls destroyed and 
ver 172 more or loss seriously injured; 18 
Congeeyationalist buildings destroyed and $0 
others damaged; and over 60 Baptist build 
Ings. Some of the City churches destroyed 
were both beautiful and historic. Actually 
there were too many of them for the City's 
resident population. But that does not con= 
sole us for their loss, and nearly all City 
churches, though their Sunday eongcegat 
may be very small, have been in. the hal 
for Tony, past of having short weekeday ser:

One unhappy result of the raids ix that 
the Dean and Chapter of Westminster Abbey 
have decided 10 close their cholr school “for. 
the duration.” ‘The Chapel Royal, whose 
choir has been famous sinee the days of the 
Stuarts, was disbanded a year ago. “One ean 
well understand the anxieties of those re= 
ponsible for the boys. But it ix noteworthy’ 
that St. Paul's choir is still maintained. And 
when, last year, the choir schools of eathiedvals, 
in the danger zone, as then reckoned, were 
sent elsewhere, care was taken that their 
musie masters went with them and kept up 



















the daily praetising. 
It may be said that as all boys’ voices 
break sooner of later, a choir is an imper= 
manent thing and that there will be no 





dificulty in starting new choirs when peace 
relurns, But all the boys’ voices donot 
hreuke at the same time and in great choirs 
there is the indefinuble but invaluable ine 
HHuenee of tradition, whieh onee broken will 
it be too easily re-established. ‘The breach 
in the Mfe of the Chapel Royal ehoir is 
pecially regrettable. “Though much smaller 
than the choirs of cathedrals, their singing 
was, T think, the most perfeet of all. ‘They 
used a pointing of the Psalms not quite 
peculiar to themselves, because T have also 
heard it in Exeter ‘Cathedral, but quite 
peculiar in the perfection of their manage- 
Inent of it, T would always sooner have 
heard the Chapel Royal sing the Psalms than 
the anthems of any choir in England.

It is doubtful whether

any London buildings in the past ten years. 
Another point to remember when people 
talk of replanning London, is that except 
in the East End there has been no destruc- 
tion of outlines of streets. Ugly gaps have 
been torn here and there. But it is true to 
say that the wonder is, not that the bombs 
have done so much harm, but that on the 
whole they have done so little. In the East 
End there is a real chance of giving its de- 
hizens something lovelier than they have 
known and one prays that full advantage 
‘will be taken of it. Landlords must not be 
allowed to rebuild with the same hurry as 
after the Great Fire, when one gold-smith in 
Cheapside actually did not trouble to excav- 
ite properly before rebuilding, and left. 
under his shop a quantity of jewellery which 
was dug up some years so and is now in the 
London Museum. 























‘The recent speceh made at a luncheon of 
the Overseas Club by Mr. Ronald Cross, 
‘Minister of Shipping, on what we owe to the 
Merchant Navy was timely and weleome.. 

He spoke of the absolute dependence of the 

wy, Army and Air Force on the Merchant 
Navy. If we enviseged the former three, he 
said, as the limbs of the Imperial organiza~ 
tion, then the transport system was the veins 
‘and’ arteries which serve those limbs. 

In recent months our biggest task had 
been the equipment of our forces in the 
Middle East, to which we had shipped hund~ 
veds of tons of stores of all kinds since the 
end of June. (Last week's successful eng- 
agements in northern Afriea point to the 
value of this preliminary move—Fa). At the’ 
same time we were receiving a constant 
stream of lorries, ueroplanes, munitions and 
War material of ‘every kind from overseas. 
Myr. Cross ended with a glowing tribute to 
the courage with which the seamen of the 
Merchant Navy ave facing incessant dangers

they carry on their work for the Empire.
